PROTEST 


Since  last  weekend,  Algerian 
diplomats  acting  as  go-betweens  in 
the  crisis  have  been  discussing  the 
latest  proposals  with  Iranian  leaders 
in  Tehran.  The  Algerians  had  con¬ 
ferred  for  five  days  last  week  with 
U.S.  officials  in  an  effort  to  find  ac¬ 
ceptable  alternatives  to  Iran’s  $24- 
billion  plan,  which  was  rejected  by 
the  United  States. 

On  Tuesday,  Iranian  Prime 
Minister  Mohammad  Ali  Rajai  said 
Ayatollah  Ruhollah  Khomeini  had 
authorized  acceptance  of  a  proposal 
from  Algeria  “to  solve  our  problem 
with  the  United  States.” 

At  a  Tehran  news  conference 
Wednesday,  Nabavi,  who  is 
minister  of  state  for  executive  af¬ 
fairs,  said  the  Algerians  had  made  a 
new  proposal  involving  unspecified 
guarantees.  “This  subject  has  been 
studied  and  has  been  agreed  upon 
generally,”  he  said. 

Nabavi’s  remarks  left  the  nature 
of  the  “guarantees”  unclear.  At  one 
point,  he  also,  said,  “The  Algerian 
government  has  said  in  its  proposal 
that  it  is  ready  to  accept  the  under¬ 
takings  of  both  sides,  in  other  words 
Iran  and  the  United  States  can  em¬ 
power  the  Algerian  government  with 
their  undertakings.” 

Later,  official  Tehran  Radio  said, 
“In  these  proposals,  the  Algerian 
government  is  prepared  to  obtain  a 
guarantee  from  the  Iranian  and  U.S. 
governments.

Bell  named  to  cabinet 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President-elect  Ronald 
Reagan  tapped  Utah  education  official  Terrel  H.  Bell  on 
Wednesday  to  be  education  secretary,  ending  a  long 
search  for  someone  to  head  an  agency  that  President 
Carter  created  and  Reagan  has  vowed  to  dismantle. 

And  Reagan  told  a  meeting  of  senators  Wednesday 
that  he  has  informed  U.S.  Ambassador  to  Japan  Mike 
Mansfield  that  the  former  Senate  Democratic  leader 
will  be  renominated  to  his  Tokyo  post. 

Bell,  59,  was  U.S.  education  commissioner  during  the 
Nixon  and  Ford  administrations.  He  is  now  Utah’s  com¬ 
missioner  of  higher  education. 

The  choice  of  an  education  secretary  comes  two  weeks 
after  Reagan’s  earlier  self-imposed  goal  of  completing 
his  Cabinet  selections  by  Christmas.  The  president¬ 
elect  admitted  publicly  that  some  candidates  turned 
down  his  offer  of  the  education  job. 

As  with  the  other  Cabinet  selections,  Reagan  wasn’t 
present  for  the  Bell  announcement,  which  Was  handled

Nations  ambassador,  a  post  Reagan  has  described  as 
Cabinet-level.

Callister  said,  nevertheless,  the  Osmonds 
would  perform  at  the  Gala  Ball,  produced  by 
Frank  Sinatra,  on  Jan.  19.  Callister  said  they  will 
perform  with  the  Harry  James  Band. 


“We’ll  also  be  producing  a  youth  ball,”  he  said. 
“We’ll  have  the  Pointer  Sisters  performing  in 
that  one.” 

Singing  and  dancing  aren’t  the  only  events  of 
the  inaugural  ceremony,  Osmond  officials  said. 
Fifty  beams  of  light  will  illuminate  the  skies, 
representing  the  50  states.  A  lasar  beam  will  be 
shot  from  the  Lincoln  Memorial  to  the  Jefferson 
Memorial  and  to  the  Washington  Memorial. 
From  the  Washington  Memorial,  the  beam  will 
go  to  the  capitol. 

The  Osmonds  worked  to  have  churches  in 
Washington  ring  their  bells  at  a  certain  time  in 
the  opening  ceremonies,  emphasizing  a  theme  of 
“new  beginnings  and  rededications.” 

Along  with  the  Osmond  production  of  the 
youth  ball,  another  ball  will  be  produced  by  the 
Osmonds,  featuring  the  family  in  concert. 

Callister  said  the  Osmonds  will  also  produce  a 
television  program  on  what  goes  into  the  making 
of  an  inauguration.  “I  hate  to  call  it  a  documen¬ 
tary  because  we’re  selling  it  to  the  TV  stations  as 
entertainment,”  he  said.

Game  warden’s  body  found 


MURPHY,  Idaho  (AP)  —  The  body  of  Idaho 
Fish  and  Game  Department  conservation  of¬ 
ficer  Wilson  C.  Elms,  34,  apparently  shot  to 
death  while  trying  to  arrest  a  game  violator 
Monday,  was  found  Wednesday  afternoon  in 
the  Owyhee  River,  the  Idaho  State  Police  said. 

Meanwhile,  a  massive  search  continued  in 
the  remote,  rugged  southwestern  comer  of 
Idaho  for  another  conservation  officer  believed 
slain  at  the  same  time  as  Elms  on  Monday,  and 
a  30-year-old  trapper  charged  with  killing  the 
two  officers. 

Third  District  Magistrate  Charles  Jurries  on 
Wednesday  issued  a  two-count  first-degree 
murder  warrant  against  Claude  Layfayette 
Dallas,  a  30-year-old  Owyhee  County  trapper 
charged  with  the  murders  of  the  two  state  Fish 
and  Game  officers. 

Owyhee  County  Deputy  Sheriff  Jim  Bish 
also  confirmed  that  the  FBI  had  issued  a 
warrant  against  Dallas,  charging  him  with  un¬ 
lawful  flight  to  avoid  prosecution. 


The  decision  was  approved  by  the  General 
People’s  Congress,  which  meets  once  a  year  to 
endorse  major  domestic  and  foreign  policy  and 
make  hew  appointments  for  this  oil-rich 
Moslem  nation.

market,  according  to  company  reports  Wednes- 


Loggers  return  to  hazard  area 


VANCOUVER,  Wash.  (AP)  -  Hundreds  of 
loggers  returned  to  work  Wednesday  after  the 
state  reopened  much  of  its  red  zone  hazard  area 
around  Mount  St.  Helens. 


The  volcano  was  quiet  as  a  few  intrepid 
scientists  poked  and  probed  on  the  slopes  and 
in  the  steamy  crater  of  the  unpredictable 
mountain. 

Early  in  the  day,  a  steam  plume  flecked  with 
old  ash  rose  1,000  feet  above  the  mountain,  but 
later  it  barely  climbed  to  the  crater  rim,  said 
Thom  Corcoran,  a  U.S.  Forest  Service 
spokesman. 

The  Washington  state  and  Forest  Service  red 
zones  around  the  volcano  had  been  closed 
because  scientists  warned  that  the  mountain 
could  erupt  without  warning,  said  U.S. 
Geological  Survey  geologist  Kathy  Cashman. 

The  Forest  Service  red  zone,  which  extends 
10-12  miles  from  the  mountain  and  mainly  on 
its  east  side,  remained  closed  Wednesday. 


The  five  major  U.S.  manufacturers  delivered 
6,578,309  cars  in  1980,  compared  with  8,226,783 
in  1979.  It  was  the  lowest  total  since  5,556,100 
cars  were  sold  in  1961. 

Imports  were  up  3.4  percent  from  1979  to  2,-

Combined  U.S.  and  foreign  sales  were  8.95 
million  cars,  down  15.1  percent  from  1979. 

Four  of  the  five  domestic  makers  trailed 
previous  year  figures:  Ford  Motor  Co.,  down  30 
percent  to  1,475,232;  Chrysler  Corp.,  down  27.6 
percent  to  660,017;  General  Motors  Corp.,  the 
nation’s  largest  carmaker,  down  16  percent  to 
4,116,482.;  and  American  Motors  Corp.,  down 
8.1  percent  to  149,438.

BOSTON  (AP)  —  A  20-year  study  has  tur¬ 
ned  up  new  evidence  to  support  the  theory  that 
people  who  eat  a  lot  of  high-cholesterol  food 
have  excessive  levels  of  cholesterol  in  their 
bloodstreams  and  are  more  likely  to  die  from 
heart  disease. 

For  a  decade,  health  experts  have  in¬ 
creasingly  believed  that  high-cholesterol  food  is 
bad  for  the  heart.  Until  now,  researchers  have 
been  unable  to  show  that  individuals  who  eat 
this  way  for  a  long  time  have  more  heart  trou¬ 
ble. 

Dr.  Richard  B.  Shekelle,  who  directed  the 
study,  said  he  hopes  the  work  will  convince 
skeptics,  including  some  in  the  medical  field, 
that  eating  too  much  saturated  fat  and 
cholesterol  is  unhealthy.

Richards  said  fund 
raising  for  the  expan¬ 
sion  has  been  a  positive 
experience,  with  over  $8 
million  collected  or 
pledged  since  last  Sep¬ 
tember.  While  most  of 
the  donors  have  been 
local  people,  in¬ 
dividuals  and  corpora¬ 
tions  from  all  over  the 
Intermountain  West, 
including  Arizona, 
Nevada,  Idaho, 
Colorado  and  California 
have  pledged  money. 

Officials  are  still  un¬ 
certain  whether  an  ad¬ 
ditional  $4  million,  as 
was  first  estimated,  will 
cover  the  cost  of  full  ex¬ 
pansion  because  of  ris¬ 
ing  interest  and  infla¬ 
tion  rates. 

If  construction  were 
to  begin  within  the  next 
month  or  two,  though, 
the  stadium  would  not 
be  completed  by  the 


next  football  season,  he 
said. 

“Construction  would 
probably  be  going  on 
throughout  the  season,” 
Richards  explained,

In  addition  to 
probable  construction 
problems,  traffic 
problems  have  also 
been  resolved,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Erick 
Erickson,  placement 
advisor  in  the  school  of 
management  and  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Pleasant 
View  Neighborhood 
Committee. 

Among  these 
problems  have  been 
people  who  came  late  to 
the  games  and  aban¬ 
doned  their  cars  in  the 
middle  of  streets  or  on 
private  driveways  or 
lawns,  blocking  not 
only  the  regular  flow  of 
traffic;  but  also  the 
passageway  for 
emergency  vehicles, 
Erickson  said. 

One  formula  has  in¬ 
cluded  appraising 
homes  in  both  the 
stadium  neighborhood 
and  in  a  neighborhood 
financially  comparable 
to  it. 

These  appraisals 
would  take  place  twice, 
once  after  the  expan¬ 
sion  is  completed  and 
once  two  years  later, 
Erickson  said.  By  com¬ 
paring  the  evaluations, 
compensations  for  the 
depreciation  could  be 
determined  and  later 
made  to  residents. 

Other  problems,  like 
the  increase  in  heating 
and  air  conditioning 
bills,  will  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  much  the 
same  process.  “The 
most  difficult  thing  of 


all  to  determine  is  thu 
loss  in  aesthetic  value 
of  the  homes,”  Erickson 
said. 

‘’You  can’t  put  a 
monetary  value  on 
something  like  that.  For 
me  the  view  is  worth 
$100,000.” 

Erickson  explained  it 
is  difficult  to  calculate 
what  the  deterioration 
in  the  neighborhood 
will  be.  “I’ve  been 
jh  a  lot  of  stadium 
jhborhoods,  and 
they  aren’t  first  class 
areas.  I  just  hope  the 
same  kind  of  shab¬ 
biness  doesn’t  happen 
to  burs.” 

Despite  proposals  to 
move  the  stadium  or 
build  a  new  facility 
which  would  be  shared 


by  BYU,  the  University 
of  Utah,  and  other 
professional  organiza¬ 
tions,  Richards  said  he 
feels  the  stadium  must 
be  left  in  a  convenient 
place,  where  both  stu¬ 
dents  and  the  univer¬ 
sity  have  easy  access  to 
it. 

“Wherever  you  go,” 
Richards  explained,  “a 
structure  as  large  as  the 
stadium  is  going  to  im¬ 
pact  on  someone.  We’re 
doing  our  best  to  main¬ 
tain  the  integrity  Of  the 
neighborhood.”

Student  loan  rates  remain  low

Government  loans 
must  ’also  be  processed 
through  the  financial 
aids  office.  Short-term 
government  loans  take 
about  six  weeks  to 
process,  Young  said. 

Through  Jan.  20,  the 
financial  aids  office  will 
be  handling  loans  for 
late  regisration  tuition, 
he  said. 

Utah  loans  require 
three  steps:  a  form 
must  be  filed  out  by  the 
student,  completed  by 
the  school  and 
processed  by  the  bank. 

As  of  Jan.  1,  1981,  in¬ 
terest  on  state  loans  to 
students  increased  from 
seven  to  nine  percent 
for  students  taking  out 
their  first  loan.  Those 
who  have  already 
borrowed  through  state 
loans  may  continue  to 
borrow  at  the  former 
seven  percent  rate, 
Young  said. 

The  first  payment  on 
government  loans 
becomes  due  nine 
months  after  the  stu¬ 
dent  graduates  or  quits 
school.  If  repayed 
before  the  nine-month 
deadline,  no  interest  is 
due,  he  said.  ; 

Personal  loans  bet¬

,  “Our’s  (prime  rate)  is 
pretty  well  tied  in  with 
the  national  rate,  but  I 
think  we’re  a  little  bit 
lower,”  said  Dave  An¬ 
derson,  a  loan  officer  for 
Bank  of  American  Fork. 


Walker  Bank  &  Trust 
Co.’s  rate  is  “always  the 
same,”  said  loan  officer 
Karen  Gross  of  the 
North  Provo  Office. 

“We’d  be  basing  it  on

In  1972  she  was  elec¬ 
ted  to  the  Florida 
Public  Service  Com¬ 
mission. 

“I  served  on  the 
Public  Service  Com¬ 
mission  for  six  years 
and  have  been  on  the 
Republican  National 
Committee  for  12 
years,”  she  said. 

During  this  time,  she 
took  time  to  run,  unsuc¬ 
cessfully,  for  the  Senate 
in  1974  and  the  lieute¬ 
nant  governor’s  chair  in 
1978. 

On  July  1,  1980,  she 
decided  to  try  again  for 
the  Senate,  and  won  — 
the  high  point  of  her 
political  career,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Sen. 
Hawkins. 

As  a  woman  and  a 
Mormon,  Sen. 
Hawkins’  accomplish¬ 
ment  could  qualify  her 
as  a  modern-day 
pioneer,  but  that’s 
nothing  new  in  her 
family.  Her  great,  great 
grandfather  crossed  the 
plains  with  the  Mor¬ 
mon  pioneers  on  their 
trek  which  ended  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Valley,  she 
said.

Opening  with  a  comeback  victory 
against  previously  undefeated 
North  Texas  State  and  ending  with 
a  thrilling  92-90  overtime  win  over 
Nevada  Las  Vegas,  the  BYU  cagers 
weathered  a  tough  holiday  schedule 
with  eight  wins  and  one  loss. 

“I’m  exceptionally  pleased  with 
our  record,”  said  Coach  Frank  Ar¬ 
nold.  “I’m  still  concerned  with  our 
lack  of  depth.  I  wish  we  could  have 
used  our  eighth,  ninth  or  even  10th 
players  more,  but  our  schedule  has 
just  been  too  difficult  to  get  them  in 
the  ballgame.” 

Two  of  the' five  teams  the  Cougars 
faced  on  the  road  were  12th-ranked 
Illinois  and  13th-ranked  Tennessee. 

In  the  Cougar.  Classic  the  Mean 
Green  jumped  out  to  a  13  point  lead 
at  halftime.  But  the  Cougars, 
sparked  by  Fred  Robert’s  33  points, 
put  NTS  away  in  the  second  half  as 
BYU  won  its  first  game  108-92  and 
went  on  to  take  an  easy  95-76  vic¬ 
tory  over  St.  Marys  in  the  finale. 

Danny  Ainge  was  named  MVP  af¬ 
ter  scoring  29  points  in  each  game 
and  was  named  to  the  All- 
Tournament  team  for  the  third 
year.  Roberts  scored  26  in  the 
second  game  and  was  also  named  to 
the  All-Tournament  Team.

Four  Marriot  Center  records  were 
set  or  tied  in  BYU’s  80-52  rout  of  the 
former  NCAA  Champion  Michigan 
State.  The  Cougars  tied  the  record 
for  the  fewest  field  goals  attempted 
and  for  the  fewest  fouls  with  40  and 
five  respectively.  The  Spartans  tied 
the  record  for  the  fewest  points  in 
one  quarter  with  four,  while  the 
Cougars  ripped  the  nets  with  37 
points  and  tied  the  record  for  the 
most  points  in  a  quarter. 

Steve  Trumbo  led  the  Cougars 
with  22  points  and  nine  rebounds. 

The  Cougars  faced  a  major  test  in 
the  first  game  of  the  Volunteer 
Classic  as  they  took  on  undefeated 
and  17th-ranked  Illinois. 

It  was  a  seesaw  battle  in  the  first 
half  with  Illinois  holding  a  slim  42- 
40  lead  at  the  buzzer.  The  lead  con¬ 
tinued  to  change  hands  until  the 
last  few  minutes  when  BYU  took  the 
lead.  Ainge,  who  scored  26,  hit 
clutch  baskets  down  the  stretch  to 
give  the  Cougars  an  80-75  victory, 
avenging  last  year’s  loss  in  Provo. 


Kite  and  Trumbo  helped  BYU 
edge  out  Illinois  under  the  boards 
with  26  rebounds  between  them. 

Down  by  nine  at  halftime,  BYU 
couldn’t  find  the  comeback  magic 
as  Tennessee  shot  52  percent  from 
the  field  to  win  the  championship 
81-65.  Ainge  and  Roberts  were 
named  to  the  All-Tournament 
team.  . 

Playing  closer  to  home,  Ainge  and 
Roberts  combined  for  53  points  to 
pace  the  Cougars  to  an  85-78  win 
over  Weber  State  in  Ogden  on  Dec. 
234 

In  front  of  23,037  fans,  the 
Cougars  trounced  Utah  State  104-89 
behind  Ainge’s  39  and  Robert’s  30 
points.  The  game  was  marred  by  54 
fouls,  two  short  of  the  Marriot  Cen¬ 
ter  record.  Arnold  called  the  of¬ 
ficiating  “just  horrible”  on  both 
ends  of  the  court. 

It  was  BYU’s  10th  win  in  a  row 
over  in-state  rivals.

Wednesday  to  The  AP’s  team  of  National  Foot¬ 
ball  League  all-stars.  Quarterback  Dan  Fouts, 
place-kicker  Rolf  Benirschke  and  defensive 
tackle  Louie  Kelcher  are  San  Diego’s  second- 
team  representatives. 

Of  the  50  first-  and  second-team  players  picked 
by  a  nationwide  panel  of  84  sportswriters  and 
sports  broadcasters,  three  from  each  NFL  city,  27 
players  came  from  the  American  Conference  and 
23  from  the  National  Conference.  But  on  the  first 
team,  the  AFC  is  far  more  dominant  with  16 
players  to  nine  from  the  NFC.  It  reflects  the 
AFC’s  domination  during  the  season,  when  it 
won  33  of  54  games  from  the  NFC. 

Fouts,  who  passed  for  an  NFL-record  4,715 
yards  this  year  and  made  the  Chargers  the  first 
team  in  NFL  history  to  have  three  1,000-yard 
receivers  in  a  season,  finished  second  in  the  All- 
Pro  balloting  to  Cleveland’s  Brian  Sipe,  the  top- 
rated  passer  according  to  the  league’s  formula. 
Winslow  caught  a  league-high  89  passes  for  1,290 
yards,  Jefferson  had  an  NFL-high  1,340  yards  on 
82  receptions  and  Joiner  added  1,132  yards  on  71 
catches. 

In  the  first-team  backfield  are  Houston’s  Earl 
Campbell,  who  gained  1,934  yards  in  1980  to  lock 
up  his  third  rushing  title  in  three  pro  seasons, 
and  Chicago’s  Walter  Payton,  who  earned  his 
fifth  consecutive  NFC  rushing  crown. 

The  Pittsburgh  Steelers  put  three  players  on 
the  All-Pro  team,  all.  of  them  starters  —  middle 
linebacker  Jack  Lambert,  center  Mike  Webster 
and  strong  safety  Donnie  Shell. 

Cleveland,  Houston,  Oakland  and  Los  Angeles 
have  two  first-team  players  apiece  —  Sipe  and 
defensive  end  Lyle  Alzado  of  the  Browns, 
Campbell  and  tackle  Leon  Gray  of  the  Oilers, 
outside  linebacker  Ted  Hendricks  and  corner- 
back  Lester  Hayes  of  .the  Raiders,  and  corner- 
back  Pat  Thomas  and  free  safety  Nolan 
Cromwell  of  the  Rams. 

Guards  John  Hannah  of  New  England  and 
Herbert  Scott  of  Dallas,  tackle  Mike  Kenn  of 
Atlanta,  defensive  tackle  Charlie  Johnson  of 
Philadelphia,  outside  linebacker  Matt  Blair  of 
Minnesota,  punter  Dave  Jennings  of  the  New 
York  Giants,  place-kicker  Ed  Murray  of  Detroit 
and  kick-returner  J.T.  Smith  of  Kansas  City 
round  out  the  first  team.

Sturlaugson,  the  first 
black  woman  mis¬ 
sionary  for  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  con¬ 
cerning  her  recent 
biography.

James  G.  Kemp,  120

Draft  registration  went  smoothly  Wednesday 
when  young  men  from  the  area  signed  up  at  local 
post  offices. 

Despite  protests  in  Salt  Lake  City  earlier  this 
week,  anti-draft  demonstrations  did  not  occur  in 
the  Provo-Orem  area.  Shirl  Hendrickson,  selec¬ 
tive  service  coordinator  for  the  sectional  center  in 
the  Provo  post  office,  reported  a  good  turnout 
with  few  problems.  " 

“A  few  of  the  men  have  stated  that  they  are 
registering  under  protest,  but  the  majority  of 
them  have  signed  up  without  comment,”  Hen¬ 
drickson  said.  “One  clerk  observed  that  this  is  a 
good  group,  even  sharper  than  the  group  that 
signed  up  last  July.” 

Clyde  E.  Weeks,  postmaster  in  Orem,  said  that 
70  men  had  signed  up  Monday  and  65  on  Tues¬ 
day.  He  said  the  reason  the  numbers  were  low 
was'  that  many  eligible  men  from  Provo  and 
Orem  were  on  missions  for  the  LDS  Church. 

Young  men  who  will  turn  19  during  1981  are  re¬ 
quired  to  register  for  the  draft.  Afterward,  young 
men  must  register  within  30  days  after  their  18th 
birthday. 

The  Utah  Coalition  Against  Registration  and 
the  Draft  organized  protests  against  draft 
registration  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Glen  Swanson,  a 
member  of  UCARD,  said  the  organization  sees 
registration  as  a  step  toward  war. 

“There  has  never  been  a  registration  without  a 
draft,  and  there  has  never  been  a  draft  without  a 
war,”  Swanson  said.  “We  see  draft  registration  as 
a  preparatory  stage  used  by  the  government  to 
make  war  more  acceptable  to  the  people.  It  is  not 
acceptable  though.” 

Swanson  said  the  main  purpose  of  the 
organization  is  to  educate  the  public  about  the 
effects  of  war.  Its  methods  have  been  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  leaflets  and  educational  panel  dis¬ 
cussions,  he  said,  but  the  group  plans  to  hold 
teach-ins  and  show  movies  dealing  with  war 
sometime  in  the  future. 

Swanson  said  the  group  has  been  successful  in 
its  efforts  so  far.

Watt  says 
program 
needed 

WASHINGTON 
(AP)  —  James  G.  Watt, 
nominated  as  interior 
secretary  and  already 
under  fire  from  conser¬ 
vationists,  said  Wed¬ 
nesday  the  nation  must 
adopt  “a  reasoned,  en¬ 
vironmentally  con¬ 
scious  program  for 
developing  and  utiliz¬ 
ing”  its  resources  or  risk 
a  disastrous  crash 
program  in  the  future. 

“All  too  often,  the 
federal  government 
moves '  in  a  crisis  not 
with  the  precision  of  a 
surgeon’s  scalpel,  but 
the  force  of  a  meat  ax,” 
Watt  said  in  his  open¬ 
ing  statement  to  the 
Senate  Energy  and 
Natural  Resources 
Committee,  which  is 
considering  his  nomina¬ 
tion. 

“Those  of  us  who  live 
and  are  committed  to 
preserving  the  beauty 
and  values  of  our  en¬ 
vironment  fear  this 
possibility,”  he  said. 
“We  want  the  right 
kind  of  development  to 
come  over  time,  not  the 
wrong  kind  of  develop¬ 
ment  to  come  in  a 
crisis.” 

Although  Watt 
describes  himself  as  an 
environmentalist,  con¬ 
servation  organizations 
disagree  and  vigorously 
oppose  his  nomination. 

Meanwhile,  Trans¬ 
portation  Secretary- 
designate  Drew  Lewis 
appeared  before  the 
Senate  Commerce 
Committee  and  pledged 
less  government  in¬ 
volvement  in  transpor¬ 
tation  industries.  He 
acknowledged  there 
was  room  for  exceptions 
such  as  the  nation’s  ail¬ 
ing  automobile  in¬ 
dustry,  whose  troubles 
he  called  “probably  the 
single  most  important 
problem  we  have  in 
transportation.” 

The  conservation 
groups  fighting  Watt’s 
nomination  base  their 
opposition  on  his  ser¬ 
vice  for  the  past  3  1/2 
years  as  president  and 
chief  legal  officer  of  the 
Mountain  States  Legal 
Foundation  in  Denver. 
That  conservative 
public-interest  law  firm 
has  opposed  many 
federal  land  manage¬ 
ment  policies  in  the 
courts.

It  may  have  seemed  like  a 
monumental  decision  to  return  to 
BYU  after  so  many  years  away,  but 
once  back  it  begins  to  feel  like 
home.  In  the  absence,  one  might 
fear  the  world’s  largest  country  club 
might  have  changed.  On  the  surface 
it  seems  to  have  changed  quite  a  bit. 

Just  before  the  turn  of  the  decade 
from  the  1960s  to  the  1970s,  the  ad¬ 
ministration  set  the  full-time  stu¬ 
dent  population  limit  at  25,000.  We 
have  grown  by  1,600  students  or  so 
since  then.  Since  the  student  body 
size  has  remained  near  status  quo, 
we  would  assume  status  quo  would 
prevail  pervasively. 

Alas,  what  is  said  about 
“assume”  is  correct.  How  did  we 
ever  get  along  without  the  nearly 
two  million  square  feet  of  building 


Our  6,220,359  square  feet  of  un¬ 
iversity  will  soon  be  added  upon 
even  more.  Due  for  completion  are 
the  10-story  Kimball  Tower  (KT, 
pronounced  Katie),  the  Ellsworth 
Meat  and  Livestock  Center,  the 
Women’s  Athletic  Facility  (WAF?), 
the  Continuing  Education  Center 
(which,  according  to  official  sources, 
is  hot  a  convention  center,  but 
rather  a  conference  center),  the 
Wilkinson  Center  Cafeteria  Addi¬ 
tion,  maybe  a  new  stadium  if  we  can 
pay  off  a  few  local  residents,  and  a 
couple  of  other  annexi  and  old  con¬ 
verted  buildings.  Barring  any  more 
dynamite  grandstanding  events,  the 
new  School  of  Management 
Building  may  get  out  of  the  ground 
and  become  our  446th  building.

I  would  like  to  comment  on  the 
Department  of  Academic  Stan¬ 
dard’s  policy  of  monitoring  W 
grades. 

As  many  students  have  sadly 
learned,  the  W  grade,  along  with  the 
UW,  E,  I,  etc.,  is  used  by  Academic 
Standards  to  determine  whether  or 
not  a  student  is  making  sufficient 
progress  toward  graduation.  If  a  stu¬ 
dent  drops  25  percent  of  his  classes 
after  the  last  day  to  late  register,  he 
will  earn  a  W  grade  for  each  drop¬ 
ped  class  and  will  be  placed  on  Lack 
of  Progress  Warning  (LOP).  If  a 
trend  develops,  he  eventually  may 
have  to  leave  the  university  regar¬ 
dless  of  an  excellent  GPA.
